Wily Is Paved for Soviet Gov­ 
ernment to Accept 
New Invitation. 


LcJndon, Aug. 31 (AP).—Tile road 
to League of Nations membership 
stretched straight and smooth be­ 
fore Soviet Russia Tnursday night. 
Three powerful European nations 
—England, France and Italy—joined 
diplomatic hands to remove ob­ 
stacles to the great communist na­ 
tion’s admission, and Thursday eve­ 
ning an authoritative British source 
was prepared to describe Russia’s 
entry as virtually assured. 
A permanent seat on the League 
council was also promised the so­ 
viet, this source said. 
England, France and Italy now 
hold the only permanent council 
seats and their united support 
of 
the Russian cause was regarded as 
making its success certain. 
That Russia demands permanent 
place on the council as the price 
of her entry was confirmed in dip­ 
lomatic circles.

NEW STRIKE TO 
AFFECT STATE 


10,000 
Pennsylvanians 
Re­ 
ported Involved in Tex­

Strike 
headquarters 
have 
been 
established at 228 E. Allegheny ave­ 
nue, Philadelphia, from where Ed­ 
ward J. Heaney, of the United Tex­ 
tile Workers, will direct activities in 
Eastern Pennsylvania, South Jersey 
and Delaware. 
Governor Pinehot was reported 
keeping in telephonic touch with 
strike leaders here, although there 
was no indication of any immedi­ 
ate action on his part. Pinehot 
long has been interested in stabili­ 
zation of the silk industry. 
Sees Hope for Peace 
John W. Edelman, of Philadel­ 
phia. research director of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Full-Fashioned 
Hosiery Workers, said thousands of 
silk and wool textile workers in the 
Philadelphia area probably would 
be drawn into the general walkout 
“within a few days.” He said, how­ 
ever, there still is a chance to “head 
off" strike action in the silk in­ 
dustry'. 
Unless negotiations with silk man­ 
ufacturers collapse, Edelman said it 
was not likely Pennsylvania’s Im­ 
portant hosiery industry w'ould be 
involved in the walkout at once. 
He explained the hosiery workers 
arc either unionized or working un­ 
der agreements which eliminated 
the grievances complained of by 
southern cotton textile workers.

workers in Philadelphia, Edelman 
said plants at Millville and Bridge­ 
ton, New Jersey, Wilmington and 
scattered plants in eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania would be involved.

ON SNI BRING 
I KNOW so little about snubbing that I should not even attempt to write 
about, either the snubber, or the snubbed, for, in the last analysis, 
snubbing lies wholly within the realm of the snobs.

it a serious matter at all to be snubbed. A snub originates with a snob— 
invariably. 
And who wants to be bothered with a snob? 
We take so many of the little happenings of life in a serious vein. 
About half of our imagined hurts should be “laughed off.” The other half 
are sure to take care of themselves. We were not placed in this world 
to be pleased, or flattered, all the time. As a matter of fact, a really great 
person is unable, either to appreciate, or to understand, this thing called 
flattery. 
To please the snob—who snubs—one has to trim too much, appear 
what he is not, become a slave to false ideals and to untrue circumstances, 
and to sacrifice independence of thought and inborn convictions. 
Most of the snubs, which we fancy belong to us, in reality were not 
meant at all. We must give credit to others in broad and lavish fashion. 
We must not misjudge and mis-interpret. We must try to understand. 
The limited few belong to the snob class. You, who read this talk, 
decide to belong to that larger class who refuse to be snubbed by snobs! 
Give credit where it is due, and no not worry over fancied wrongs. 
He who walks right on, looking neither to the right nor the left, 
paying no attention whatsoever to the turmoil and the strif, to the petty 
jealousies and ambitions of those about him, is sure to emerge important 
and outstanding.

Prosecuting Attorney B T. Clay­ 
ton, of Putnam county, said his in­ 
vestigation was started after Cau­ 
ley came to him a few weeks ago 
and told him that he killed Shaffer, 
and that his conscience hurt him 
so badly that “he hadn’t slept for 
months.’* 
$1,500 Collected Claim 
The prosecutor said he was in­ 
formed that Shallut was insured for 
a total of $14,000. but that only $1
